And aristocratic 


cat parents of the best lineage will produce a scion without 
any of the points that go to make a good show animal. 


In judging cats, every breed and variety has its own stand- 


ard of perfection. 
With the exception of color, the points 


of all Persians are the same. 
For example, a blue 1 ersian 


should be judged and credited in this fashion: 


Color: The lighter the shade of blue the better, 23 points;

He is now the i 
only member of Congress from New 
Mexico, and the only one of the Ar- 
kansas: men who has left the faith of 
his; fathers for republicanism. 'Tis said 
he never saw u white republican un- 
til he wcis thirty-five years of age. 
Yet he seems to be doing well in his 
new conviction. 1 must say though, 
that 1 frequently sec him over on
